1, the day the trial is schedu led 
to begin in U.S. District Co u rt 
here. 
The FBI has been ask ed to 
deliv er the su bp o en a to Nix o n 
becau se o f its liaiso n with the 
Secret Serv ice, which co n tin u es 
to p ro tect the fo rmer chief ex ­ 
ecu tiv e at his San Clemen te, 
Calif., ho me. 
Nix o n already had been su b­ 
p o en aed $s a defen se witn ess in 
the trial. So u rces had said ear­ 
lier the p ro secu tio n fo rce might 
be fo rced to issu e its o wn su b­ 
p o en a to au then ticate certain 
White Ho u se tap es as trial ev i­ 
den ce. 
Mean while, Nix o n ’s health

BELMONT, Mass.— As Co ng ress­ 
men and Senato rs prepare to reg is­ 
ter their v o tes fo r o r ag ainst the 
no minatio n o f Nelso n Ro ckefeller as 
Vice President, it is o bv io us that 
a neg ativ e v o te will require a g reat 
deal o f co urag e. The pundits o f the 
media, alo ng with Ro ckefeller y es- 
men ev ery where, wo uld hav e the 
American peo ple believ e that all o f 
o ur natio n's pro blems will melt into 
no thing ness when Nelso n arriv es in 
Washing to n. But the truth is that 
America’s terrible ills can o nly be 
wo rsened by additio n o f a Ro ckefel­ 
ler to the administratio n. After all, 
what else sho uld o ne ex pect when a 
pro minent disease carrier is sent to 
treat the patient? 
Nelso n Ro ckefeller is o ne o f 
America’s fo remo st adv o cates o f so ­ 
cialist big g o v ernment, the ro o t 
cause o f many o f o ur natio n’s pro b­ 
lems. He is also a co nspicuo us pro ­ 
mo ter o f internatio nalist wo rld g o v ­ 
ernment at the ex pense o f natio nal 
so v ereig nty . The United States 
needs his leadership the way a 
dro wning man needs rain. 
The media wo n’t recall it fo r y o u 
but, as a y o ung man, Nelso n Ro cke­ 
feller demo nstrated his co ntempt fo r 
this natio n and its peo ple when he 
was g iv en the task o f deco rating the 
family ’s New Ro ckefeller Center.

Numero us Ro ckefeller fo undatio ns, 
fo r instance, hav e supplied g rants 
such as the o ne which financed the 
publicatio n o f the “ Building Ameri­ 
ca” tex tbo o ks.

Mo re Ro ckefeller do llars can 
be fo und behind Metro Go v ernment 
(a scheme to replace lo cal g o v ern­ 
ment with federal bureaucracy ), en­ 
v iro nmental hy steria (which has led 
to hug e increases in g o v ernment 
co ntro ls and sho rtag es o f essential 
g o o ds), and pro pag anda fo r po pula­ 
tio n co ntro l (which is really peo ple 
co ntro l). 
As Go v erno r o f New Yo rk, Nelso n 
Ro ckefeller do ubled tax atio n, quad­ 
rupled spending and swelled the 
welfare ro lls so that o ne New Yo rker 
in ten is no w o n the do le. New Yo rk­ 
ers face tax es which are 12 per cent 
hig her than the nex t hig hest state 
and 50 per cent abo v e the natio nal 
av erag e. Because o f such burdens, 
and because Nelso n 
Ro ckefeller 
helped to make New Yo rk the abo r­ 
tio n capital o f the co untry , New 
Yo rk actually lo st po pulatio n in 197 3, 
the o nly state in the unio n to sho w 
such a decline. 
Ig no ring the Ro ckefeller reco rd 
and suppo rting him fo r Vice Presi­ 
dent is like hiring A1 Capo ne to 
g uard a bank. And we co uld list 
many mo re pag es o f info rmatio n 
sho wing why Nelso n Ro ckefeller 
sho uld no t be co nfirmed. 
Ho wev er, his no minatio n by Ger­ 
ald Fo rd has to ld us a g reat deal 
abo ut o ur new President. The up­ 
co ming v o te in Co ng ress will pro v ide 
the same info rmatio n abo ut o ur Co n­ 
g ressmen and Senato rs. We are anx ­ 
io us to learn, therefo re, ho w many 
can withstand the o bv io us driv e fo r 
o v erwhelming co nfirmatio n o f this 
dang ero us man.

WASHINGTON (LENS)— Amer­ 
ican po licy to wards Cuba, like a 
bawling baby (in the metapho r o f 
o ne co lumnist) is just waiting to be 
chang ed. The justificatio n fo r Amer­ 
ican suppo rt o f the diplo matic and 
eco no mic sanctio ns that the Org ani­ 
zatio n o f American States impo sed 
in 196 4 —that Cuba was ex po rting 
armed rev o lutio n to the rest o f the 
hemisphere—has fo und little serio us 
suppo rt fo r so me y ears. 
And with Richard Nix o n’s depar­ 
ture g o es the fo rmer President’s 
perso nal hang -up abo ut Fidel Cas­ 
tro . Castro recipro cated this distaste 
and the Cuban press lo ng spelt Nix ­ 
o n’s name with a swastika fo r the x . 
President Fo rd appears to be 
mo re o pen-minded; in his first press 
co nference he stressed that the Unit­ 
ed States wo uld act “ in co ncert” 
with the OAS. Fo rd kno ws full well 
that o pinio n inside the OAS is no w 
mo v ing rapidly to wards lifting sanc­ 
tio ns; six OAS members hav e bro k­ 
en ranks to resto re relatio ns with 
Hav ana and a sev enth, Mex ico , nev ­ 
er bro ke o ff its relatio ns. 
The Secretary General o f the 
OAS recko ns that there is no w a sim­ 
ple majo rity in fav o r o f relax ing 
sanctio ns; with the new American 
po licy , that co uld easily swell to the 
two -thirds majo rity needed to re­ 
scind the 196 4 sanctio ns. 
Outside the fo rmal OAS frame­ 
wo rk, Arg entina has been asked to 
find o ut whether Latin American 
co untries wish Cuba to be inv ited to 
attend a Latin American ministers’ 
co nference nex t March; Castro has 
said that, if asked, he wo uld attend. 
Resto ring bilateral relatio ns be­ 
tween the United States and Cuba is 
further do wn the ro ad. But uno fficial 
American v isito rs to the island with­ 
in the last two mo nths repo rt that 
Cuban ho stility to wards the United 
States has diminished. Castro re­ 
marked to Fran Mankiewicz, the 
manag er o f the McGo v ern presiden­ 
tial campaig n, that “ it’s as tho ug h 
Cuba is the o nly co untry in the wo rld 
to wards which the American Secre­ 
tary o f State is still J o hn Fo ster 
Dulles.” 
That remark was made at a time 
when Henry Kissing er was still 
President Nix o n’s Secretary o f 
State. 
Pat Ho lt, chief o f staff o f the Sen­ 
ate Fo reig n Relatio ns Co mmittee, 
who was in Cuba in J uly , also no ted 
the Cuban desire fo r better rela­ 
tio ns. Pending a majo r American 
initiativ e he has reco mmended 
so mething o n the lines o f the Nix o n 
Administratio n’s early “ ping -po ng ” 
diplo macy with Peking —such as re­ 
lax ing restrictio ns o n trav el by 
Americans to Cuba and o n Cuban di­ 
plo mats at the United Natio ns, who 
are at present co nfined to New Yo rk 
City . Ho lt terms the latter “ cruel 
and unusual punishment.” 
The co mmittee is so o n to ho ld 
hearing s o n po licy to ward Cuba and 
its chairman, Sen. William Ful- 
brig ht (D-Ark), has already intro ­ 
duced a bill in Co ng ress to repeal 
so me o f the leg islatio n o n which 
American participatio n in Cuban 
sanctio ns is based. 
Fro m the Cuban side, o ne slender 
straw in the wind since Nix o n’s de­ 
parture is the fact that Castro has 
g ranted an American 
telev isio n 
co mpany permissio n to make part o f 
a film o n Ernest Heming way in Cu­ 
ba where the no v elist liv ed fo r many 
y ears. Castro is repo rted to hav e o f­ 
fered to appear in the film himself. 
But there are so me tricky bilateral 
pro blems. Cuba wants the United 
States to g iv e up its nav al base at 
Guantanamo , o n the island’s so uth­ 
ern tip, and the United States has a 
larg e claim ag ainst Cuba fo r ex pro ­ 
priated American pro perty . 
President Fo rd is, in any case, 
unlikely to rush into any precipitate 
neg o tiatio ns befo re the No v ember 
co ng ressio nal electio ns. If he fo llo ws 
the OAS lead o n the lifting o f sanc­ 
tio ns, the President is unlikely to run 
into do mestic o ppo sitio n; newspaper 
edito rials and public o pinio n po lls 
sho w that mo st Americans fav o r a 
new Cuban po licy . The big ex ceptio n 
may be the Cuban ex ile co mmunity 
in Flo rida and mo re specifically , the 
anti-Castro co mmando s that the CIA 
used to train there.

The 197 3 number o f births was 
19.8 per cent less than in 197 0. 
The apparent co mpleted child­ 
bearing by wo men in this area 
dro pped fro m 2.7 children in 197 0 to

WASHINGTON (N E A )- Listen­ 
ing in at a recent White Ho use eco ­ 
no mic summit meeting I remem­ 
bered the sto ry o f the pio neer with a 
so re that wo uldn’t heal. In despair, 
he asked an Indian medicine man if 
he co uld cure the ailment. Yes, the 
Indian replied, then tied the pio neer 
to a po st, heated an iro n ro d and 
dro v e it into the so re. 
When the man reco v ered co n­ 
scio usness he wanted to kno w why 
he had been so treated. “ Simple,” 
said the Indian. “ Yo u had a so re that 
was a my stery to me. No w y o u hav e 
a burn and I kno w ho w to cure 
burns.” 
So me o f the natio n’s mo st pres­ 
tig io us eco no mists hav e pro po sed 
this same so lutio n to President 
Fo rd. They co nfess they kno w no 
cure fo r inflatio n, especially a stag ­ 
flatio n in which bo th prices and un­ 
emplo y ment rise. These men there­ 
fo re want to tig hten up sternly and 
bring the eco no my clo se to a stand­ 
still. Do n’t wo rry abo ut drifting o v er 
the edg e into a depressio n, they said. 
“ We kno w ho w to so lv e that, just 
start spending .” A few eco no mists 
put the matter almo st this bluntly . 
The impo rtant thing to no te is no t 
the so lutio n, which no president in 
his rig ht mind wo uld ado pt—but the 
co nfessio n o f ig no rance. 
Eco no mists, o nce supremely 
co nfident o f their po wers no w reluct­ 
antly realize that what they ’v e been 
preaching as theo ry do esn’t fit the 
real wo rld. 
These men thus had little faith in 
the pro po sals they o ffered Mr. Fo rd. 
They talked abo ut budg et cutting — 
as a g esture. So me fav o red a $3 bil­ 
lio n pro g ram o f public serv ice em­ 
plo y ment and reduced tax es fo r 
tho se earning less than $15,000. 
These wo uld ease the pain fo r tho se 
hard hit; they wo uldn’t so lv e infla­ 
tio n. 
Other eco no mists pro po sed wag e 
and price co ntro ls and g o v ernment 
actio n to channel lo ans into indus- 


po pulatio n.

Ev ery o ne present bo wed to the 
desirability o f increasing pro ductiv ­ 
ity . They co uld no t ag ree o n ho w that 
co uld be acco mplished. There was 
seeming ly stro ng ag reement that 
pro ductiv ity wo uld no t g ro w appre­ 
ciably in the nex t y ear o r two re­ 
g ardless o f what they pro po se o r the 
g o v ernment do es. 
They talked in mammo th o v erall 
so lutio ns like tig htening o r lo o sening 
the supply o f mo ney , but they co n­ 
fessed this “ meat ax e” appro ach 
do esn’t seem to wo rk. Tig ht reins 
tig htens mo ney fo r tho se y o u do n’t 
want to hit as well as speculato rs, 
wastrels, o v erly ambitio us ex pend- 
ers and the pro ducers o f no nessen­ 
tials. A blanket string ency which in­ 
duce co nsumers to tig hten purchas­ 
es also fo rces pro ductio n cutbacks 
which lead to unemplo y ment and 
must be co untered by g o v ernment 
pay o uts. This leads to further budg et 
deficits which spur mo re inflatio n— 
and so o n aro und the circle. 
It is no w clear the simplistic pro ­ 
po sals o f the Key nsian disciples and 
o ther eco no mic scho o ls are similar 
in perceptio n to the phy sics o f Aris­ 
to tle. They are predicated o n a theo ­ 
retical eco no mic mo del which has 
nev er ex isted and “ laws” which 
bear little relatio nship to the way 
peo ple act. They assume all indus­ 
trialists, farmers, g o v ernment o ffi­ 
cials and co nsumers think and act in 
the same predetermined patterns. 
What is remarkable is that so me 
o f the mo st pro minent o f the eco no ­ 
mists present at the white Ho use 
o penly admitted the withering o f 
their faith in co nv entio nal eco no mic 
wisdo m. This is the beg inning o f 
kno wledg e and bears pro mise fo r 
the y ears ahead.

As an ex ample o f the latter, the 
publisher o f a well-kno wn reference 
wo rk receiv es tho usands o f o rders 
ev ery y ear fro m priv ate co mpanies 
as well as scho o ls and libraries. The 
o rders are filled and inv o ices sent 
o ut. No pro blem there. 
Often, ho wev er, the inv o ices are 
returned alo ng with a v o ucher which 
the publisher must fill o ut and send 
back to the purchaser fo r sig nature 
and co unter-sig nature and, ev en­ 
tually , pay ment. 
So metimes the inv o ice is re­ 
turned with a letter o r no tatio n ad­ 
v ising that it canno t be ho no red until 
the publisher requests the o fficial 
v o ucher o r pay ment-claim fo rm o r 
whatev er, which, when he g ets it, 
must be co mpleted and returned to 
enable the purchaser to initiate the 
rest o f the pro cess. 
A lo t o f time, paper, po stag e and 
effo rt wo uld be sav ed if the neces­ 
sary (? ) red tape acco mpanied an 
o rder in the first place so that ev ery ­ 
thing co uld be handled at o ne time 
and in o ne mailing . 
Ho w many o ther ex amples are 
there o f similar wasted mo tio n in the 
business wo rld? 
(Newspaper Enterprise Assn.)

What this co untry needs is a na­ 
tio nal reg istry o f “ ex perts” that 
wo uld keep sco re o n their predic­ 
tio ns fo r the future. 
Such a reg istry , sug g ests Co lum­ 
bia Univ ersity so cio lo g ist Amital 
Etzio ni, wo uld screen o ut tho se “ ex ­ 
perts” who se adv ice pro v ed faulty in 
the past and wo uld po int o ut tho se 
who se predictio ns hav e a way o f 
co ming true. 
Fo r ex ample, he no tes that Dr. 
Philip H Abelso n, edito r o f Science 
mag azine, warned way back o n Feb. 
11, 197 1, that the reliance o f the in­ 
dustrial natio ns o n petro leum had 
made their techno lo g ical and so cial 
well being “ v ulnerable to manipula­ 
tio n by so me o therwise unimpo rtant 
Middle Eastern states.” 
That, say s Etzio ni, is an ex ample 
o f an ex pert dismissed at the time as 
an 
“ alarmist” 
who se 
predictio n 
came true. 
“ The natio n thus mig ht benefit 
g reatly ,” he writes in Human Be­ 
hav io r mag azine, “ fro m a natio nal 
reg istry fo r ex perts where all pre­ 
dictio ns will be listed . . . After all, if 
y o u can g et such a ’po o p sheet’ o n 
the perfo rmance o f ev ery ho rse that 
runs o n a racetrack, why no t o n peo ­ 
ple who adv ise the po licy makers? ”

I Exiles in Canada feel they 
have 15-day pass to visit U.S.

TORONTO 
(A P ) 
— Draft 
evaders and deserters living in 
Canada say President Ford’s 
clemency program contains a 
provision that gives them, in ef­ 
fect, a 15-day free pass to visit 
the United States. 
Attorney John Liss, who rep­ 
resents many U.S. military and 
draft exiles, says it is possible 
for Vietnam-era draft evaders 
and deserters to report at the 
border, enter the United States 
and visit their homes, then re­ 
turn to Canada before the end 
of the 15 days Ford is giving 
them to report to authorities. 
A spokesman for the F B I in 
Washington concedes the possi­ 
bility exists, and that it is pos-

sible for draft dodgers and 
deserters who do not report at 
the border to visit even longer. 
However, Liss, a 27-year-old 
draft evader from New York 
who has become a Canadian 
citizen, said in an interview on 
Tuesday that draft evaders and 
deserters still run a risk in 
making such a visit. 
And the staff at AM EX-Cana­ 
da, a magazine published here 
by U.S. exiles, counselled draft 
resisters and deserters who 
asked about Ford’s program 
not to take the risk. No one was 
sure how many would. 
Ford announced on Monday 
that he would grant clemency 
to all Vietnam-era draft eva­ 
ders and deserters who agreed 
to work at public service jobs 
“ promoting the national health, 
safety or interest” upon their 
return to the United States. The 
clemency offer does not extend 
to those facing crimes other 
than simple desertion or draft- 
dodging.

Opportunity for cheating is there

In mo st Illino is co unties, the 
elected bo a rd members ea rn 
their pa y under circumsta nces 
which o ffer the o ppo rtunity to 
chea t a nd ea sily co v er the 
tra cks. 
Frequently , if a perso n wa nts 
to find o ut if his representa tiv e 
o n the co unty bo a rd is o n the 
up a nd up, he ca n’t. Reco rds 
o ften a ren’t kept a nd so me­ 
times where they a re the en­ 
tries a re slo ppy a nd co nfusing. 
This do esn’t mea n a ny o ne is 
chea ting, but it do es crea te the 
po ssibility a nd it ra ises suspi­ 
cio ns. A surv ey by The Asso ci­ 
a ted Press a nd Illino is member 
newspa pers sho ws tha t in 102 
co unties, 76 o f them pa y their 
bo a rd members a set a mo unt 
fo r ea ch meeting they a ttend— 
usua lly in the ra nge o f $25 to 
$40 a sessio n. 
In the o ther 26 co unties, 
bo a rd members a re sa la ried. 
Bo a rd members a ct a s co un­

In so me jurisdictio ns which

A Circuit Co urt in Co o k Co un­ 
ty , a cting o n a suit cha llenging 
a spects o f the ciga rette ta x , o r­ 
dered the Depa rtment o f Rev e­ 
nue in 1967 to set up the fund, 
which Guthrie sa id no w co n­ 
ta ins a bo ut $3.5 millio n. 
The suit specifica lly cha l­ 
lenged the sta te’s pra ctice o f 
including the ciga rette use ta x 
in the price o f a pa cka ge o f 
ciga rettes when co mputing the 
sa les ta x . 
The co urt subsequently sa id 
the co mputa tio n wa s a n unco n­ 
stitutio na l ta x o n a ta x .
